Cause of the Jenny Lind Explosion. 
Since the issue of our last, the jury empanel- 
led to examine into all matters pertaining to the 
late explosion of the Jenny Lind, and its heart- 
rending consequences, have thoroughly investi- 
gated the causes of the disaster. For the sake 
of humanity, and for other reasons, we had 
hoped that these investigations would fasten the 
responsibility of being the direct or indirect 
cause of this most unfortunate event upon no 
one, We deeply regret that the report of the 
jury composed as it was of men selected for 
their eminent practical knowledge, and known 


fair and impartial investigation of all the facts 
in the case, exhibits a culpability on the part of 
those having charge and control of the matter, 
criminal in the highest degree. That a defect 
such as is described should be sutlered to have 
existed jeopardizing human life. and producing, 
as might have been premised, such disastrous 
results in the end, cannot but excite the astonish- 
ment and indignation of all. Humanity shud- 
ders at such mercenary exhibition. The con- 
templation of such a state of ailairs is indeed 
sickening. Itis time that stringent measures 
should be substituted in making examinations 
_necessary, for the present more than aseless 
system recognized by law.—which has grown 


to be a mere form—and a dead letter. The matter 
_of the Jenny Lind explosion, will we understand

Mexcantite Liprany Lecturr.—The lee- 
ture of Samuel Ward, Esq. which was the com- 
mencement of the regular series of the Merean- 
tile Library Association, delivered at the Bap- 
tist Chapel on Washington Street on Monday 
night was well attended.

News from the Atlantic States. 


The Pacific Mail Steamer Golden Gate, artiv- 
ed on Friday last, bringing the mails and a latge 
number of passengers. This fine Steamer which 
is the pride of the Pacific coast, left Panama on 
thé 2nd inst, making the run to this Port in the 
short space of twelve days and four hours<= 
Among her passengers were a large number of 
women and children. The news from the At- 
lantic was twenty four days on the way, the 
Golden Gate bringing New York dates of the 
22d ult. 

The news from the Atlantic side is not of ex- 
traordinary interest. The new Administration 
of the Federal Government, opens in a manner 
highly propitious for the prosperity of the coun- 
try. The interchange of civilities and good 
feeling between the incoming President and his 
Cabinet and the same parties going out, are 
worthy the distinguished heads of the Nation, 
and exhibited a spirit of courtesy, kindness, good 
feeling and good manners, that will stand asa 
bright example for the future. 7 

The Executive appointments for California, 
were probably looked to with as much interest 
as any other matters of news by the last mails. 
We subjoin the list of the appointments made 
by the President and confirmed by the Senate, 
contained in the latest advices from Washington, 
for California and Oregon. 

Among the most important appointments for 
our own State are those of Thompson, Campbell, 
of Illinois; Geofge W. Thompson, of Virginia; 
late Members of Congress, and Alpheus Felch, 
ex-Senator of Michigan. Commissioners to settle 
land titles in California. 


Col. J. C. Hays, at present Sheriff of San 
Francisco, has received the appointment of Sur- 
veyor General of this State. Oliver 8S. Witherby 
late Judge of the Southern District, has been 
appointed to the Collectorship of San Diego, and 
Isaac B. Wall, the present Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, to the same post at Monterey, 
Samuel J. Bridge has been appointed General 
Appraiser on the Pacitic coast, Gen. Robert B. 
Campbell of Texas, formerly the able U. S. 
Consul at Havana, has received the appointment 


of Boundary Commissioner between the United | 


States and Mexico. 


The following are the appointments made for 
Oregon and the adjoining new territory of Wash- 
ington, Gen. Joseph Lane, Delegate in Congress 
from Oregon, has been re-appointed Governor 
of that Territory, from which post he was re- 
moved four years since by President Taylor, 
Gen. Lane it Was announced would leave for 
Oregon on the 19th of March expecting to 
arrive about the 10th of May, and enter immedi- 
ately upon the duties ot his office.

The village im improving with astonishing 
rapidity. It is estimated that from one to three 
hundred edifices will be built during the present 
year—a score are going up at this time. 

A Church has been organized, trustees ap- 
pointed and a congregation gathered—upwards 
of one hundred attending regular Divine service, 
The Rev. 8S. B. Bell, of the Presbyterian Church 
has become their Pastor, and has settled perma» 
nently, with his family, in the place. A tempo- 
rary house of worship has already been erected, 
and a bell procured. A subscription is on foot 
for the purpose of erecting a Church edifice, 
which has already been signed very liberally, 
and there is no doubt (Providence smiling on 
the enterprise,) that the present summer will see 
the building completed, and filled with wor- 
shipers. 

A commodious School-house is being built in 
the midst of the evergreen greves that beautify 


the vale; and a young lady—a graduate of the 


Brooklyn Female Seminary—is already secured 
as the Principal, and is ready to enter on her 
duties when the structure is finished, which will 
be in a few days. We know of no healthier or 
more charming spot for an institution of learning, 
or for the full, vigorous and symmetrical devel- 
opment of the human form by the sports and 
exercises of childhood. Parents would find this 
a desirable place in which to entrust their child- 
ren, where disease and inelemency of climate 
are alike unknown. We are satisfied that this 
will be selected as a place of residence above 
all other points in the vieinity of San Francisco. 

Au unwarrantable prejudice has grown up in 
some minds against Contra Costa, inasmuch as 
denizens of San Francisco, of the “ baser sort,” 
found it a convenient place in which to dese- 
crate the Sabbath, which iniquity was wrong- 
fully supposed to have been countenanced by 
the inhabitants ; together with other wickedness 
occasioned by visitors from the city. These 
prejudices were somewhat strengthed by an ille- 
gal construction of the Charter of the village.

Oregon Correspondence. 


Victoria, Vaneouver's Island. 
Mr. Epiror, April 3d, 1853. 5 


In Northern Oregon, generally, there 1s a great 
dearth of moral, religious and educational insti- 
tutions. The tones of the church-going bell: 
those of the living preacher, and the instructions 
of the village disciplinarian are alike almost 
unknown within its borders, more especially on 
the lands lying around the Sound waters. Its 
citizens include persons who were members of 
churches in the towns, whence they emigrated, 
who are daily mourning their deprivations, and 
Waiting with much hope and anxiety for the es- 
tablishment of schools and churches among 
them. They feel what every good citizen knows, 


that no community is complete, or can long re- 


main quiet and orderly, unless it has a sanctu- 
ary reared among its habitations ; until religion 
has its visible point of concentration, whence it 
shall be disseminated through the community, 
to counteract, in some measure, the unhallowed 
thirst for gain which characterizes, so especially, 


tthe citizens of our country. Would it not be 


well that the Home Missionary Society had _ 
some knowledge of the extensive field here 

waiting their occupancy, ere the emissaries of a 

foreign church step in with its counteracting 

tendencies ! The people would most gladly wel- 

come any of the Society's messengers. Doubt- 

less its active agency and material aid would be 

needed for a short time only ; for, although the 

the present number of inhabitants here is much 

limited, they have expectations that there will 

be large additions made thereto during the pres- 

ent year by immigration; and the resources of 
the inhabitants are most ample to continue per- 

manently such educational and religious institu- 

tions as may be organized among them. The 
latter being once secured, the former come in as 
a natural contingency. 

The Church of Rome has had its missions 
in this region, the Sound Indians having been 
the objects of its care, for whose worship, chapels 
were constructed near their winter camping 
grounds. With one exception, these have fallen 
to decay, and their sites are now designated and 
consecrated by large crosses yet standing where 
their devotees once bowed. Near to Olympia a 
mission still exists, and has for its use a very 
pretty chapel recently erected in that village, 
whose attending worshippers are from the num- 
ber of immigrants more than from the natives. 

There is no evidence that the missionaries of 
the Romish Church have here been successful 
in proselyting any of the natives lastingly to its 
faith. One is sometimes seen who will imper- 


fectly make the sign of the cross on his person, 
but none are found who attach any value to t}, 
Sabbath, or who have any knowledge of. :}, 
Divine Being whose return from the tomb j; 
commemorates. The Bible is to the Indian , 
sealed book. He has little thought for the fy. 
ture—even for that which is immediate. He ha. 
however, the custom—common to his race—,; 
making some provision, as he believes, for th. 
future occupation and comfort of those wh, 
have deceased, by depositing near their bodie< 
those articles deemed most necessary for thei; 
use in another state of existence; such as the 
canoe, blankets and camp utensils left by the 
deceased : and yet they evince so little fait), ;, 
this so common superstition, that these artic|.. 
are rendered useléss by partial destruction, per. 
haps a precautionary measure to prevent thet. 
the same motive—it is charity to say—retain. 
the rifle of the deceased among the living. Th. 
bodies of the dead are placed within sma! 
plank enclosures above ground, sometimes o{ 
several feet elevation. 

The Indians would be always accessible to a 
discreet, kind-hearted missionary, who would,— 
in the exhibition of the lovely traits of his Di- 
vine Master,—at once win their respect and rev. 
erence. He would, for a time, have some difli- 
culty in presenting to them the truths of the gos. 
pel: would probably teach them more by his 
example than by any inculeation of abstruse 
doctrines. They readily catch the intonations 
of one’s voice, and will correctly repeat—failiny 
a few sounds—what is said in their heariny. 
though unconscious of the meaning. Their 
colloquial language, which is exceedingly |im- 
ited and without rules, is a singular admixture | 
and combination of dentals and gutturals, taken 
from the words of those persons who have 
passed most freely among them, and from the 
language of their northern neighbors ; partak- 
ing more largely of the Russian and Canadian 
French than of any others. As no one wouk! 
presume to put the Seriptures into such a con- 
fused jargon, they must be instructed in Enyli-) 
or some other modern language, before they can 
make «a personal use of them.

News from the Interior. 


A Mr. Hawkins and six companions left Car- 
son Valley on the other side of the Sierra Neva- 
da on the 12th imst. and arrived via Johnson's 
Cut-otl. at Placerville two days after. They 
represent that there is about fourteen miles of 
the way still covered with snow, of considerable 
depth, rendering the road. as yet impassable to 
packers. 


Mr. Hawkins iniorms.the E! Dorado News 
that. ducing the past winter, provisions have 
been plentiful at fair rates, but that there is now 
beginning to be a scarcity of many articles in 
this line, in consequence of which prices have 
been advaneed, and no doubt will remain so 
until the arrival of the provision trains from Salt 
Lake, which will hardly reach the Valley before 
the Ist of June. 

Flour, during the winter, sold at the Station 
tor 25 cents per pound, but owing to the scarcity, 
ix at present selling at 35 cents. Good beet 
— 25 and 30 cents, and fresh butter one 
dollar per pound. 

T *he Indians had committed a number of dep- 
redations. They shot a man in the thigh at 
Gold Canon.—The wound, however, did not prove 
very serious. Besides this, they were suilty of 
a number of other offences, in the way of <teal- 
ing stock from ditlerent individuals. 

Packing can be commenced accross the moun- 
tains, from this place, by about the Ist of June. 

Mr. Barnard left the Valley about the Ist of 
March, for Salt Lake, for the purpose of pure has- 
ing cattle, and is expected to return early in 
July. 

Considerable preparations are being made 
throughout the Valley tor farming. Barley. 
wheat and potatoes have been planted in great 
abundance. About one hundred bushels ot the 
latter were planted at the Mormon Station 
alone. 


-

dence, Mo. Mr. Geo. Greathouse, the agent, lett 
Salt Lake Valley March 23d, and reached San 
Bernardino in fifteen days. “The winter in the 
valley has been the hardest ever known. The 
party was caught ina tremendous snow storm 
on the 26th of March, and travelled three days 
through it. 

There are a few emigrants in the valley wait- 
ig the melting ot the snow on the Goose Creek 
mountains, which are now impassable. 

There will be at*least three thousand head of 
Atlantic cattle leave the valley for Calitornia by 
the ist of May. 
hundred, Livingston & Kinkead one thousand, 
the Mormon Church five hundred, and other 
smaller droves. 

A large quantity of stock, (particularly sheep. ) 
have been lost by the severity of the winter. 
Sam’! Norris, out of a flock of 10.000 lost 9,280, 
leaving him but 720 head. Maupin, of Cache 
Creek, lost a portion of his, but still has a good 
lot remaining. Woods, of Suisun valley, also 
has a good flock on hand.

A RUSSIAN BATH. 

What is then a Russian bath? I 
mean a tine native Russian bath— 
a Russian bath? 

On entering a Russian village, you 
see here and there detached from the 

incipal rows or groups of dwellings, 

blackened by 
smoke, and resembling almost the ruins 
of a conflagration. 

These ate bath-houses. . 

There are no windows in the walls; 
in their place, a few orifices, pierced be- 
tween the rafters of the roof or lateral 
partitions. ‘The interior has the aspect 
of acavern; it‘is entered by a single 
door, low and narrow as the door of a 
cellar. 

When I entered for the first time one 
of these houses, it was deserted, it was 
cold there. 

There, I saw at the very end of a very 
small ante-room, a room large enough 
to contain about fifteen persons. All 
the bath-houses of villages are built in 
nearly the same proportions. Qn the 
right, a rudely built furnace, covered with 
a mass of coarse pebbles black as coals ; 


above the furnace, a sort of loft of two 


or three stories, strewn with wheat straw 
and dead leaves; below, on the left, a 
wooden bench and two or three empty 
buckets; besides these several little fag- 
gets of birch suspended here and there 
to the walls. 

All this apparel was sad to behold; 
sad especially on this day, for a corpse 
had been deposited in the bath-house. 

Such is the fact, the custom of the in- 


habitants of the extreme north, to keep | 


the dead several days before consign- 
ing them to thetomb. They thus avoid 
the horrid accidents to which lethargic 
phenomena sometimes give rise. — In 


many localities, the bath-house serves to 


shelter the funeral deposit. 


But the bath is now ready. ‘The 


house, once transformed into seput- 


che, has resumed its natural destination. 
The fire burns; the black pebbles red- 
den, the buckets are filled, some with 
cold water, others with warm; at the 
same time moujiks prepare the birch 
rods and renew the straw which covers 
the loft. 
baijin gatorval (the bath is ready.) 

At this invitation from imy domestics 
I repaired to the bath-house. 

Certainly it was not without some 
apprehension; but I had promised my- 
self the enjoyment of a Russian bath, 


and for all the world | would not have 


renounced it. 

A moujik, naked asa savage, red as a 
burning fleece, received) me at imy en- 
trance. In an instant he had despoiled 
me of my garments, and left me in 
ris naturalibus. ‘Thus master of my 
pérson, he introduced me into the bath. 

The heat which radiated from the fire 
and the pebbles which covered it was in- 
tense. I was seized with a sudden per- 
spiration. ‘Then my moujik began to 
inundate my body with water almost 
cold, and to rub me with all his might 
with a woolen glove impregnated with 
soap. I became red, and felt) my skin 
rent. ‘The moujik re-doubled his frics 
tions; a cloud of soap entirely envel- 
oped me. Meantime the heat became 
more and more ardent; a dense vapor 
filled the whole room; the moujik fed 
this vapor by pouring water on the burn- 
ing pebbles of the furnace. ‘The. mo- 
ment of mounting on the loft had come. 
Tlaid myself onthe straw. It would be 
impossible to describe all I experienced 
in this,position : it was at once pleasure 
and ne Sera my body was reeking with 
perspiration; the blood was rushing to 
my temples and boiling in my arteries. 

And the moujik still continued - his 
frictions. At last he made a sign to ime 
to mount the last stage of the loft.— 
There the heat was at its apogee; | do 
not exaggerate in estimating It between 
60 degrees Reaumur, physicians 
who have made the experiment, have 
carried it 20 degrees above fever heat. 

_Amid this burning atmosphere, it 
seemed as if my whole being was about 
to dissolve. My respiration was pant- 
ing, my ended tongue was stiff with- 
in my mouth; my limbs, immoveable 
and heavy, lay on their bed of straw, 
as if detatched from my body. But | 


had resolved to persevere to the end.— 
‘The moujik seemed to be sporting amid 


all this heat. He threw at every instant 
waves of boiling water on the pebbles 
of the furnace , and at each new evap- 
oration, I felt as if a torrent of fire was 
poured upon ine. On the other hand, | 
was whipped furiously with the birchen 
rods, for itis necessary that the transpi- 
ration should be carried to its highest 
point. 

I suffered cruelly. At last I cried for 
mercy. Then I was suffered to slide 
from the loft where I was lying, to the 
floor, where I fell exhausted. A cold 
bath re-animated me; I have never in 
my life experienced a more delicious 
sensation then when my moujik poured 
slowly on my body two or three buckets 
of tepid water. It seemed to me as if 


all my limbs relaxed and an abundant 


sap penetrated all my organs. I resum- 
ed my garments and hastened to return 
home, where I went to bed. 

Then there was in my being a terri- 
ble re-action. The sensation of comfort 
I had just felt suddenly vanished, to 
leave me a prey to all the symptoms of 


a brain fever. | 
In taking my bath, I had committed 


a@ grave imprudence ; instead of equali- 
zing the heat over my body by the ap- 
plication of warm or cold water on eve- 


|ry part, ] had caused the aspersion to be 


| 


- 


confined principally to the trunk and 
lower limbs, leaving my head to swim 
without a counterpoise in the midst of 
the most fuming atmosphere. More 
than four hours were employed in coun- 
teracting the effects of this fatal omiss- 
ion. After which I recovered my first 
tranquility, and could at last applaud 
myself having dared to brave a Rus- 
sian bath. | 


WONDERFUL 


Among the remarkable trees in the 
world, the following, of which we have 
compiled brief discriptions, are some of 
the most curious : 

The Great Chestnut Tree —On one 
side of Mount Etna there- is a famous 
chestnut tree, which is said to be one 
hundred and ninety six feet in circum- 
ference, just above the surface of the 
ground. Its enormous trunk is separa- 
ted into five divisions, which gives it the 
appearance of several trees growing to- 
gether. In a circular space formed by 
these large branches, a hut has been 
erected for the accommodation of those 
who collected the chestnuts. 

The Dwarf Tree—Captain King and 
Fitzroy, state that they saw a tree on 
the mountain near Cape Horn which 
was only one or two inches high, yet 
had branches spreading out four or five 
feet aloug the ground. 

The Sack Tree—There is said to be 
a tree in Bombay called the sack tree, 
because from it may be stripped very 
singular naturai sacks, which resemble 
felt in appearance, 

The lvory nut Tree.—TVhe ivory-nut 
tree is popularly called the ‘Tagna plant, 
and is common in South America. ‘The 
tree is one of the numerous family of 
palms, but belonging to the order desig- 
nated as screw pine tribe. The natives 
use their leaves to cover their cottages, 
and from the nuts make buttons and 
various other articles. 

In an early state, the nuts contain a 
sweet milky fiquid, which afterwards 
assumes a solidity nearly equal to ivory, 
and will admit of a high polish. It is 
known as ivory-nut, or vegetable ivory, 
and has recantly been brought into use 
for various other purposes. - 

The Brazil nut Tree. —TVhe Brazil-nut 
tree may justly command the attention 
of the enthusiastic naturalist. This 
tree thrives well in the province of Bra- 
zil, and immense quantities of its de- 
licions fruits are annually exported to 
foreign countries. 

It vrows to the height of from fifty 
to eighty feet, and in appearance is one 
of the most majestic ornaments of the 
forest. The fruit in its natural positions 
resembles a cocoa-nut, being extremely 
hard, and of about the size of a child’s 
head. Each of these shells contains 
from twelve to twenty of the three cor- 
nered nuts, nicely packed together. And 
to obtain the nut, as they appear in 


market, these shells have to be broken | 


open. During the season of their fall- 
ing, it is dangerous to enter the groves 
where they abound, as the foree of their 
descent is sullicient to knock down the 
strongest man. ‘The natives, however, 
provide themselves with wooden buck- 
lers, Which they hold over their heads 
while collecting the fruit from the ground. 
In this manner they are perfectly secure 
from injury. 

The Sorrowful Tree —At Goa, near 
Bombay, there is a singular vegetable, 
the sorrowful tree, so called because it 
only flourishes in the night. At sunset 
no flowers are to be seen; and yet, half 
an hour after it is quite full of them.— 
They yield a sweet smell, but the sun 


no sooner begins to shine upon them | 


than some of them fall off, and others 
close up; and thus it continus flowering 
in the night all the year. 


THE LEPERS IN JERUSALEM. 

In my rambles about Jerusalem I 
passed on several oceasions through 
the quarter of the Lepers. Apart from 
the interest attached to this unfortunate 
class of beings, (arising from the fre- 
quent. allusion made to them in_ the 
Scriptures,) there is much in the ap- 
pearance and mode of life to attract at- 
tention and enlist the sympathy of the 
stranger. Dirt and disease go revolt- 
ingly together here; gaunt fdmine stalks 
through the streets; a constant moan of 
snilering swells upon the dead air, and 
sin broods darkly overthe ruin it has 
wrought in that gloomy and ill-fated 
spot. Wasted forms sit in the door- 
ways; faces covered with white scales 
and sightless eyes turned upward; skel- 
eton arms distorted and pitted with the 
ravages of leprosy are outstretched from 
the foul moving mass; and a low howl 
is heard, the how! of the stricken for 
alms; alms, oh stranger for the love of 
God! alms to feed the inexorable -de- 
stroyer! alms to prolong this dreary and 
hopeless misery! Look upon it stran- 
ger, you who walk forth in your pride 
and strength and breathe the fresh air of 
heaven; you who have never known 
what it is to be shunned by your feilow- 
man as a thing unclean and accursed ; 
you who deem yourself unblessed with 
all the blessings that God has given you 
upon earth; look upon it, and learn that 
there isa misery over all that you have 
conceived in your gloomiest hour—a 


misery that can still be endured; learn 
that even the r, with death gnawing 
at his vitals and unceasing tortures in 


his blood cast out from the society of 
his fellow-man, forbidden to touch in 
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friendship or eflection the hand of the un- 
tainted , still struggles for life and deems 
each hour precious that keeps him from 
the grave. | 

The quarter of the Lepers is a sad and 
impressive place. By the laws of the 
land, which have existed from scriptural 
times, they are isolated from ail actual 
contact with their fellow-men; yet thert 
seems to be no prohibition to their going 
out beyond the walls of Jerusalem, an 
begging by the roadside. Near the gate 
of Zion, on the way to Bethlehem, I saw 
many of them sitting on the rocks, their 
hideous faces uncovered, thrusting forth 
their scaly hands for alms.—Their huts 
are rudely constructed of earth and stones 
seldom with more than one apartment, 
and this so filthy and loathsome that it 
seems unfit to be occupied by swine. 
Here they live and propagate, whole fam- 
ilies together, without distinction of sex 
or love for woman in its purest sense, for 
offspring, and their dreadful malady is 
perpetuated from generation to genera- 
tion, and the groans of the aged and dy- 
ing are mingled with the feeble wail of 
the young that are brought forth branded 
for a life-the probable destiny of these 
ill-fated beings. Among so many, 
there must be some misery. Strange 
and mournful thoughts arise in the con- 
templation in whose breasts: the power 
of true love is implanted ; for all the en- 
dearments of domestic life which the un- 
tainted are capable of feeling, yet doomed 
never to exercise the aflections without 
perpetuating the curse; some too in whom 
there are hidden powers of mind \un- 
known save to themselves, ambition that 
corrodes with unavailing aspirations; a 
thirst for action that burns within un- 
ceasingly, yet never can be assuaged, all

the ruling passions that are implanted in- 


man for great and noble purposes, never, 


never to give one moment’s pleasure un- 
mixed with the perpetual gloom of that 
curse which dwells in their blood, 

As I plodded my way for the last time 


through this den of sickening sights, a_

upon my mind that time cannot efface. 
| passed when the rays of the sun were 
cold and the light was dim; and there 
came out from the reeking hovels lep- 
rous men, gaunt with famine, and they 
bared their hideous bodies, and howled 
like beasts; and woman held out their 
loathsome and accursed babes, and tore 
away the rags that covered them, and 
pointing to the shapeless mass shrieked 
for alms, All wae disease; and sin, and 
sorrow Wherever went; and as passed 
unable to relieve a thousandth part of 
the misery, moans of despair and howlin 
curses followed me, and Lepers civwted 
back into their hovels to rot in their filth, 
and die when God willed.— Votes in Pa- 
lestine conveyed tathe National Intelligen- 
cer,
